Newly submitted claims 5-8 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following 
reasons: 

Inventions recited in new claims 5-8 and originally filed claims 1-4 are 
related as process of making and product made. The inventions are distinct if 
either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process, such as one which lacks the step of 
applying Zn containing flux that has been mixed with Si powder (the Zn 
containing flux could be added by itself without the need to admix it with 
brazing Si powder). Also, a method that did not involve separate applications 
of Si powder alone, and then Si powder mixed with Zn containing flux could 
also be used (a single application of an appropriate mixture could be used). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 5-8 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP §821.03. 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Timsit et al. in view of Evans et al. and Paulman. 

Please see the comments made in regard to the above rejection in the 
previous Office action. Paulman discloses that it is known in the art to employ 
a mixed coating of the type taught in Timsit et al. on the sides of multibore 
extruded tubes that includes filler (Si), flux material, zinc, and adhesive binder 
(see lines 3-8 of column 7 of Paulman). Thus, the limitation added to claim 1 
fails to distinguish, because it is known in the art to apply these materials to 
extruded profile tubes. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the instant invention was made to employ the combined 
composition disclosed in Paulman to extruded tubes as shown in Paulman, 
employing the coating amounts and composition ratios suggested in Timsit et 
al., and to use magnesium containing 6000 series alloys to form the tubes as 
taught in Evans et al. in view of the well-known strength and corrosion 
resistance characteristics of such alloys. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Timsit et al. in view of Evans et al. and Paulman as applied to claims 1 or 2 
above, and further in view of the Key to Metals webpage on AlMgSi 6000 alloys 
and Shepelev et al. 
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Please see the comments made in regard to the above rejection in the 
previous Office action. The comments made previously regarding the 
obviousness of adding Mn as an iron corrector are equally applicable to the 
currently applied teachings of Timsit et ah, Evans et al. and Paulman. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
